Corn Shock Salad: Thrust three 
or four canned asparagus tips 
through a ring of green pepper, 
then arrange thorn to stand ui>- 
rlght lu a lettuce leaf^ to resem- 
ble a shock of. corn. Garnish 
around bass with mayonnaise, and 
here and there place tiny pickled 
ears of corn. Have all the Ingre- 
dients very cold.* '

It remains usually for those who 
have discovered how tragic life really 
is to bo able to write about it with 
calm acceptance. Miss Belth has a 
quality of serenity in this book which 
l8 almost unique In a first novel. 

"No Second Spring" is a love story 
o< utter simplicity ... the story 
of the genlle Allison McGregor, wife 
of the Rev. Hamlsh McGregor, pastor 
to a wild ttock in the Hebrides in 
1832 She lived to bear him ten 
children, seven after the fateful year 
of 1S32. content in her knowledge 
that she was needed by them and by 
her husband. 
' With exquisite tenderness the au- 



thor tells of the timid eogcrnosa of 
Allison to stir an answering love In 
her husband, paaslonale only In his 
need of her and In his mission to 
preach God to mankind, a stone man 
who preaphod to his 6 year old 
daughter the Area of hell merely be- 
cause, terrined. she could not tell him 
that she had been sent to summon 
him to supper. 

l4ero(no Really Has Charactar 
The terror of the wild country, like 
aomething evil clutching at humans. 
Ib in the pages of the book, but al- 
ways so calmly sot down that Its ter- 
rors are made .vital instead of purely 
decorative. Into that emotional 
bleakness there comes, not suddenly, 
but slowly with Inevitability, love to 
Allison. What she does about it and 
how she poya for Her choice Is the 
theme of the rest, of, a moving, tragic, 
but lovely, tale.

Flour. Bread, Clothing Reach Into* 
More Than Five Million '5 
Homes of Jobless 

The greatest task ever undertaken 
by a relief agency In the hlatory of 
private charity la drawing to a cIo« 
with the final dlitrlbutlon of cotton 
clothing to more than flva million 
families by the American Red Croas. 

At the direction of the Congreis, be- 
ginning eighteen months ago. the Red 
Cross undertook to convert the wheat' 
and. cotton aurpluaea of the Farm 
Board Into -food and clothing for tht 
unemployed and needy. In the con- 
aequcnt operation, this relief, agency 
entered upon a commercial enterprise 
greater than any alnglo commercial 
firm has ever undertaken in the same 
period of time. 

In the ensuing months the nefl 
CroBa converted 85.000.000 buahels of 
wheat into Hour and bread and gave It 
to 5,803.000 families. The dlatrlbutlon 
was through 3.700 Red Cross chapters 
and hundreds of other charitable agen- 
cies. During the severe northwestern 
drought of 1931 the Red Croaa alio 
gave wheat in the form of food for live- 
atock to 184.188 families. .-' 

The clothing — dreases. underwear, 
overalla. Jumpers, awealera and atock- 
ings for men. women and children,- and 
even blankets and comforters— was dis- 
tributed to 5,-165,410 families. More 
than 54,000,000 ready-made gannenti 
and 92,000.000 yards of cotton cloth 
were given to the needy. This clothing 
came from 844.000 bales of cotton. 

The wheat dlstributloo was conclud- 
ed In June, 1933. and final diatrlhutlon 
of cotton clothing Is occurring In the 
fall months. " •■ 

In handling these tasks voted ^o it 
by Congress, the Red Cross will ei- 
pend from Ita own treasury |735,000. 
At the same time the organlratloncar- 
Tied on its regular program of disaster 
relief; of service to the vcterana of all 
oar wars; of educational and welfare 
work through the Junior Red Cross: 
of heaJth education and public heallh 
nursing and of lite saving and first aid. 
Fnnds for this work come from the 
membership roll call the Red Cross 
chapters conduct from Armistice D-v 
to Thanksgiving Day. when every one 
It invited to Join the Red Croaa and aid 
in this vital relief work.

Due to 
the chSngea In the regulatlona cover- 
ing vetcrana* claims, chapters all over 
the naUon have been crowded with tet- 
eran applicants for relief and for aei^ 
vice In preparing appeals. During last 
year Red Cross home service workera 
In 3.268 chapters dealt with the prob- 
lems of 411.11 1 ex-aorvlce men or their 
families. The chaptera also aided 7.346 
men still In the regular army, navy ana 
marine corps. 

An Army of Children 

The membemhlp In the Junior Red' 
Crosa last year was 6.629,866 boys and 
girls m schools, private, public and 
wrochial, Thoy enjoyed Tolunteer work 
In hospitals and for orphans, the aged 
and crippled, and also "^W^f^^^helr 
schooKellowB by providing attention 
for their eyes, purchasing their glaasea 
and giving many other lypea of aeirUe 
to them. The Junlora aid their school 
work by carrying on correspondence 
and the exchange of portfolios with 
Bcbool children In other natlona.

The American Red Cross haa reached 
Into the homes of ali million families 
In the past year with unemployment 
and dlsaater relief. Chairman John Bar- 
to Payne announced. 

"Aa the year closed the organization 
continued In readlneaa to Berve In the 
forthcomlag winter at the point of 
p-eatest need and to adjust Ua aerTlce 
to meet the calls of the emergency ol 
unemployment and disaster," Chairman 

Payne stated. 

In a year of greatest economic dla- 
trees In the nation's history, in which 
the Red Crosi ably discharged a relief 
task In distributing flour and clothing 
to distressed famlllee In all but alx of 
the natlon'a 3,098 counties, the organl- 
iatlon also waa called Into action In 120 
dleaeters, of which 96 were within the 
borders of the United Statei. 

Earthquake, floods, hurricanes, Area 
and other cataclysms visited death and 
deatructlon upon the lives and hornet 
of thousands of people. Red Cross tta- 
tlstlcs showed that In the 120 dlsoeters 
almost a thousand live* were lost, 148.' 
340 homes wore destroyed or damaged. 
13,275 pereons were injured, and Red 
Cross relief was given to 452^79 Indl- 
Tiduals. 

In giving aid In these disasters, in Iti 
unemployment relief and in handling 
the distribution ot Kovernment wheat 
and cotton, the Red Croea expended 
from Its national treasury the aum of 
11,070,284. 

During one period of twelve weeks, 
46 dlaaslers occurred In 23 sUteo. Red 
Crosa disaster workers were hard 
pressed In meeting all of these neede 
occurring at once, but everywhere mis- 
ery waa promptly relieved.
